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Diocese responds to growth, | 
three new parishes for 1977

In mid-1977 the diocese will have three 
new parishes and a new management team 
at Catholic Community Services. The 
changes result from clergy appointments 
announced. this week by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher through the Clergy Personnel Board. 


The appointments also send a new pastor 


to the northern part of the diocese and name 


new directors for two other diocesan 
agencies. 


~ IN RESPONSE to the needs of the 
booming Southern’ California population, 
three new parishes will be established in San 
Diego County next June, joining the 170 
parishes and six missions already existing. 


Father Robert Pinta, -director of the 
diocesan Department of Youth Activities, 
will be the founding pastor of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel parish in Rancho Penasquitos 
next June. Replacing him in the youth 
ministry will be Father Robert White who is 
studying in Rome. 


Also founding new parishes next June will 
be Fathers Frederick Florek, associate 
pastor at St. Brigid parish, Pacific Beach, 
and John Sproul, associate at St. Martin 
parish, La Mesa. 

THE PARISHES have not yet been 
named, and during the coming six months 
the new pastors will work with commissions 
to determine parish boundaries. 


At Catholic Community Services, two 


priests and a layman, all with doctoral 
degrees, will form a management team to 
replace the direction of late Msgr. Mark 
Doran, who died Nov. 4. 


Father Edward Brockhaus will remain 
pastor of Our Lady of Angels parish, San 
Diego, and become associate director and 
director pro-tem of CCS. 


HE WILL serve as director pro-tem until 
next June when Father Michael Drennan, 
now studying in Rome, will become director. 
Also named associate director of CCS is Dr. 
Robert Peer, who has been CCS coordinator 
since 1969. Before that he worked at Catholic 
Family Service, beginning in 1967. 


All three have doctoral degrees that 
pertain directly to their new duties. 


Father Drennan holds his degree in 
counseling; Fathet Brockhaus holds his in 
social science and Dr. Peer holds a doctorate 
in human behavior as well as a master’s 
degree in social work. 


IN OTHER appointments, Father James 
Ferrigan, director of the diocesan Family 
Life Center and the Pre-Cana program has 
been named pastor of St. Catherine of Siena 
parish, Rialto. The appointment is effective 
this Friday, Nov. 26.- 


Succeeding Father Ferrigan in the Family 
Life Center and Pre-Cana posts will be 
Father Michael Gallagher. Father Gallagher 
will continue to serve on the faculty of 
University of San Diego and as psychological 
consultant to the diocesan Tribunal.

Msgr. Baer dies at 46, 


‘inspiration’

SAN BERNARDINO—It was a 
clear day in this city, one of the 
clearest—and we could see 
eternity. 


For it was the day; last 
Tuesday, when three bishops, 
more than 150 priests and 
deacons, seminarians and hun- 
dreds of his relatives and friends 
witnessed the final earthly 
passing of Msgr. John Baer. 


HE HAD DIED, Nov. 18, at 
the age of 46, having suffered 
years of the scourge of cancer. 
His mother Ann, who had been 
at his side through the long days 
and months and years of his 
illness, was there in white and 
His brother Alan and 
family were his other close 
relatives. 


In the church of St. Anne in 
this city, where John Baer had 
come as a newly ordained priest 
in 1956 and where he -had 
returned 19 years later as 
pastor, the prayers, the words 
and the singing spoke of the man 
who, as Bishop Maher said, was 
“‘an inspiration to all of us.” 


“This is a thanksgiving Mass 
for the graces he had brought to 
this diocese,’’ said the bishop. It 
was also a Mass of Christian 
Burial, at which the bishop was 
assisted by Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez.

Vatican II nearly beat them—but O'Connor's still survives

You could say the diocese of San Diego and O’Connor’s 
Church Goods were conceived at the same time, in almost the 


same place. 


It was just six months before the official start of this diocese 
in 1936 that the first Jack O’Connor opened his religious 
goods store on grounds owned by St. Joseph church, 
downtown San Diego. And in the six months before the 
church became the official cathedral of the new diocese 
business for the store was so booming that Jack moved to 


1260 Fourth Ave. 


NOW, 40 YEARS, one more move and several remodelling 
jobs later, the store on the 3700 block of El Cajon Boulevard is 
one of the largest emporiums for church goods to be found in 


_ the United States. 


Amid a rash of signs which mark El Cajon Boulevard, a 
street which evokes memories of the ’30s, that of O’Connor’s 


has been in place for the past 13 years. 


The first Jack O’Connor died in 1953 and his son, now 56, 
carries on the family business, aided by his son Gary who 


joined in 1962. : 


ALMOST LIKE one of the family, and certainly marked by 
dedication to the business is the third member of the trio, 
Jerry Heying, secretary-treasurer since 1957. 


It has not been an easy 13 years since they moved to El 
Cajon Boulevard—not because of the location, but the ‘‘big 
upheavel’’ as Jack calls it, caused by Vatican II. 


“The church goods industry went through a very trying 
time immediately following the council,*’ he says. ‘‘There 
was a considerable mortality rate among old established 
firms. Benziger, for instance, closed their six or seven retail

BEGINNING the diocesan celebration this year, a 
procession will form at Our Lady of Guadalupe church, San 
Diego, at noon, and march to the Charles C. Dail Community 
Concourse where a Mass will be concelebrated at 2 p.m. 


Principal celebrant will be Bishop Leo T. Maher. 
Concelebrating will the Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
and Bishop Juan Jesus Posadas of Tijuana. 


At the Mass, which is expected to have a congregation of 
3,000 people, special guests of honor will include Mayor Pete 
Wilson of San Diego, Assemblyman Pete Chacon, Supervisor 
Jim Bates and City Councilman Jess Haro. 


THE MARINE CORPS Recruit Band, the Naval Training 
Center Recruit Band and the St. Augustine High School Band 
will perform in the procession from Our Lady of Guadalupe 
church to the concourse, and also in Golden Hall, the site of 
the Mass.

His bishops, his fellow priests, knights and ladies of the 
Holy Sepulchre, Sisters, his Lutheran pastor friend and 
hundreds of parishioners packed the church of St. Brigid, San 
Diego, Nov. 19, to say farewell for the last time to Msgr. 
Donald Doxie, pastor. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, principal concelebrant of the funeral 
Mass, called him ‘‘one who served with perfection of 
purpose.”’ 


FATHER Anthony Chylewski, classmate of the monsignor 
in the 1952 ordination class, said, ‘‘Donald Doxie has filed out 
of the sanctuary now to celebrate with the Eternal Priest.’ 
They had been planning silver jubilee celebrations for 
February next. 


More than 120 priests almost filled one side of the church 
and overflowed into the aisles to pay respects to a fellow 
priest who was former secretary to Bishop Charles F. Buddy 
and assistant chancellor of the diocese. 


At 54, he had died in his rectory, having been ordained a 
priest for almost 25 years. 


LUTHERAN Pastor Quentin P. Garman, neighbor to St. 
Brigid’s church, with his community of Christ Lutheran 
Church, was among the principal mourners. The community 
made a memorial gift to St. Brigid’s in honor of Msgr. Doxie. 


The well-known choir which he cherished and encouraged. 
The handbells accompanying the music. The large crucifix 
behind the altar, and the red carpeted sanctuary spoke some 
of the facts of his practical pastorship. 


The detailed Mass schedule on the sacristy wall—typical of 
his ways—still showed ‘‘D.D.”’ to be responsible for the 5:30 
evening Masses, 7:30 p.m. confessions and other duties last 
weekend he did not live to perform. 


THE GIFTS at the offertory, a Bible, vestments and the 
cruet, revived memories of him. 


“This is one of the parishes that was always very much 
alive,’’ said Bishop Maher. ‘‘The liturgies he arranged were 
admirable, and attracted so many people.” 


And the bishop praised Msgr. Doxie’s loyalty, ‘‘A man 
loyal to the mind of the Church and to his bishop. Loyalty was 
his outstanding virtue.”’ 


THE CASKET, draped with the Stars and Stripes, was a 
reminder of his service.as chaplain to the armed forces, and 
the tears from many in the large congregation showed the 
sorrow of the parting. 

Msgr. Doxie, born and raised in California, became a priest 
in California, served many parishes in California, was put to. 
rest in the State he loved.

THE OPEN sanctuary, 
part of a remodelling of the 
church in post-Vatican II 
years, perhaps symbolized 
many of the changes seen in 
this and other parishes in the 
past SO years. 


The Sisters, who once 
taught in the parochial 
school, now closed, were 
back to their old parish. An 
excellent lay lector and two 
CCD workers—signs of the 
times—received awards. 


Father John Cadden, the 
pastor, with a dozen other 
priests, concelebrated the 
Mass with the bishop—an- 
other sign of changes. 

THE BISHOP’S’ words 
crystallized the jubilee

When priests foregather 


It is rather sad reflection on the pressures of 
parish work that large numbers of priests are only 
able to come together to concelebrate a Mass for 
funerals of their priestly brothers. The loss of three 
prominent and beloved monsignors in two 
weeks—Msgr. Mark Doran, Msgr. Donald Doxie 
and Msgr. John Baer—accentuated this fact, as 
more than 100 priests foregathered for each 
farewell occasion. 


Traditionally priests come together with their 
bishops for the annual Chrism’ Mass of Holy 
Thursday, officially to hear from the bishop in a 
special homily and to receive the sacramental oils 
blessed on that occasion. Visitations of bishops to 
parishes for confirmations and ordinations also 
bring gatherings of priests. But, by and large, it’s 
the funerals that find more priests able to attend, 
particularly midweek. 


There is something very powerful in the presence 
of 100 or more priests concelebrating, particularly if 
they are able to gather around the altar en masse. 
On these occasions, the awesome power of the 
sacrament of Eucharist at the co-consecration is 
almost. overwhelming. 


How good it would be if we could find more 
occasions, apart from funerals, when so many 
priests could come together, to manifest that 
‘‘community’’ which is so precious and so vital to 
their ministry and to our edification. 


Put to the test 


If ever a man was chosen by God to be put-to the 
test and to become one of the elect, it was Msgr. 
John Baer. His very many friends have watched in 
the past five years or more as he fought valiantly 
and with utter acceptance of God’s will the pain and 
anguish of a particularly virulent form of cancer. 
And now, at 46, he has been called, mercifully. 


My privilege was to work closely with him when 
we tried to ‘‘marry’’ the University of San Diego 
College for Men to the San Diego College for 
Women, to create the entity we now know as USD. 
He was president, Sister Nancy Morris was 
president of the women’s college, Bishop John

Quinn was provost and | was director of 
development. The stresses and strains of those 
days when we tried to make the marriage match of 
the two colleges brought us close. 


Prognostications are not the purpose of this 
column, but it can confidently be assumed that had 
he not suffered from the ill health which marked 
this fine priest for an early reunion with his God, he 


would have been a bishop by now, like his friend 
and mentor, Archbishop Quinn, who spoke so 
movingly at the funeral on Tuesday. 


More abortions than births 

It was bound to come eventually, but it is tragic 
to report, nonetheless. Washington, D.C., our 
nation’s capital, has achieved a new record—it is 
the first major American city in which abortions 
now outnumber births. During 1975 there were 
9,746 births registered and 9,819 abortions to 
women living in D.C. Probably more abortions were 
performed, but not recorded, as the figures are 
voluntarily submitted by abortion facilities. 


The total number of abortions reported in the 
Capital last year was 22,721. Of interest, too, is the 
fact that of the 9, 819 abortions performed on 
Washington women, 8,499 were paid for by 
Medicaid or performed free at D.C. General 
Hospital—which is paid for by taxpayers, of course. 
Eighty-seven per cent of babies delivered were to 
blacks, and officials say the proportion of abortions 
by race was probably the same. And about 80 per 
cent of the abortions were on women who were not 
married. 


The appalling figures speak for themselves. A 
comment by a researcher of the Population 
Reference Buréau is worth noting, to indicate a 
prevalent state of mind. Mrs. Jean Van Der Tak 
said: ‘‘If there hadn’t been so many abortions, 
there would have been even more out-of- wedlock 
births.’’ 


Federal funding of abortions costs about $50 
million a year. 


Private hospitals threatened 

A court ruling of importance to private hospitals 
has come out of New Jersey where the state 
supreme court, in a landmark decision, ruled that 
private nonsectarian hospitals must perform 
abortions if required. However, church-related 
hospitals, which for religious reasons do- not 
perform abortions, are evidently still exempt. But 
how far away is the day when a court rules that all 
must conform to abortion mill practice?

Jesuit Father John Gallen, of Notre Dame 
university’s Murphy Center for Liturgical Re- 
search, said ‘‘only 20 per cent of church-going 
Catholics look forward to the liturgy today, but in 20 
years 50 or 60 per cent will find attending Mass an 
adventure they will anticipate and enjoy.’’ 


French Dominican Father Bernard Bro, of Notre 
Dame Cathedral, Paris, known for lenten 
preaching, said: ‘‘More people are moved 
spiritually by hearing the gospel rather than by 


» reading it.’ 


Jesuit Father William Byron, president. of 
University of Scranton, Pa., said in Ohio: ‘‘Unless 
good stewardship is practiced, the land, God’s 
material creation, has the potential in our day of 
becoming the battle ground between the rich and 
the -poor.’’ 


Judgment and life after death 


We were talking...about prophecies 
and the predictions of calamitous 
happenings and global destruction, 
famine, war and horrors too great to 
be endured, and wondering how they 
fit into the generally optimistic and 
hopeful outlook of the New Testa- 
ment. 3 


In these last days of the old 
liturgical year before Advent, the 
daily scripture readings are full of 
apocalyptic imagery and reference to 
the ‘‘last days’’ and the second 
coming of Christ. The terminology is 
vivid and frightening, proclaiming 
judgment and punishment, wrath and 
destruction. 


AT FIRST hearing it seems an odd 
forerunner to Advent and the joy of 
Christmas. It is not the kind of 
expression we have grown used to, 
but it was all very familiar to the Jews 
of the first century. Apocalyptic 
jiterature was part of their heritage 
and they understood it to presage a 
‘time of radical change, when their 
_ lives and the world as they knew it, 

‘would be. dislocated and brought 
under review and renewal. 


In this sense, of course, it does fit 


very well into the pre-Advent season, 


reminding us of the staggering fact of 
the Incarnation of the Word of 
God—the making human flesh of his 
Word—and the radical change that it 
must effect in the lives of men. 


It is a good time, too, to remember 
that the God whom Jesus called 
“‘Abba’’, is a person of infinite 
compassion and forgiveness whose 
whole being is bent on the salvation, 
not the condemnation of his beloved 
people. 


IT IS, | think, a kind of blasphemy, 
to shudder and cringe at the thought 
of death and ‘‘judgment’’ as though 
that inevitable encounter with God 
would be a kind of torture—a celestial! 
Inquisition! If we believe that God is 
love, that his mercy ‘‘endureth 
forever’’ and that he does not 
“‘requite us according to our sins’’ 
surely we must view death from a 
vantage point of the greatest hope? 


We are a _ Resurrection people 
and—like the caterpillar—need to die 
to the old self before we can take wing 


into a new life. | was very interested : : 
recently to read how this sort of. - 
_metamorphosis has apparently been 


“experienced by those people who have 
died, that is, have been clinically 


declared dead, and been resuscitated 
and returned to life. 

In his book Life After Life Dr. 
Raymond Moody relates the remark- 
able similarity of experience in more 
than 100 such cases. During the five 
years of his study, almost every 
person he_ interviewed spoke of 
leaving their physical body at the 
point of ‘‘death’’ and coming into the 
presence of a ‘‘being of light’’. 

THIS BEING, whom they identified 
variously as an angel, as Christ, or as 
spirit, enveloped them in a warmth of 
loving, and they became overwhelmed 
with intense feelings of joy, love and 
peace. Each person reported being 
asked, although nonverbally, to 
evaluate his life and being helped to 
review his actions during his past. 

While they were prepared to accept 
this as a judgment, there was no 
suggestion of accusation or condem- 
nation, only of gentle, loving support. 
In most cases, according to Dr. 
Moody, there was little inclination to 
return to life and only the sense of 
obligation to family and friends drew 


them back. 


Most of the people interviewed 
found difficulty expressing the depth 
of their experience, but it aupceied to 


affect their lives very profoundly, 
particularly their attitude towards 
death and its relationship to life. They 
returned with a new. purpose and 
directive—to love more deeply and 
fully than before. And for them, death 
holds neither threat nor fear. 


| WOULD NOT imply that such 
experiences would qualify as theologi- 
cal comment on the nature of death 
and judgment, but it would seem that 
those who have undergone them 
might be at least as competent to 
speak on life after death as theologi- 
ans! After all, while the rest of us, 
theologians or not, can only speculate 
on what will happen after death, these 
people have walked a little further into 
that unknown than we. 


And there is something so intrinsic- 
ally right in the thought of people 
reforming their lives because of the 
gentle guidance of a loving being. It 
stands in stark contrast to the despair 
and neurosis that follow on anger and 
accusation and judgment: and con- 
demnation. ‘ ‘ 


It seems so very fitting an 
expression of that God who so loved 
the world that he gave it his beloved 
son!

The Lord, the Risen Christ, is here 


The most real, profound, 


proclamation of all time 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The psalms celebrate God’s presence 
among His people in their liturgy. In fact, 
many of these sacred songs took their 
inspiration and origin from the official 
worship of the Israelites, from their 
conviction that in their liturgy He was 
present to them in a special way. 


Even prayers which were originally very 
personal responses to God’s goodness’ or 
intimate pleas for His help eventually found 
their way into the liturgy as the hymns of the 
whole people. The transition was not 
difficult, for according to their mind-set, 
every Israelite was, in a very real way, all of 
Israel, and vice versa. 


EXPRESSIONS OF the people’s aware- 
ness of God’s presence among them, 
especially in the Ark of the Covenant and 
later in the temple, are quite beautiful and 
almost embarrassingly rich: ‘‘Oh, that I 
might lodge in your tent forever, take refuge 
in the shelter of your wings!’’ (Psalm 61:5) 


Some psalms contain dramatic and 
theologically significant descriptions of the 
transfer of the Ark to its permanent resting 
place on Mr. Zion after the capture of 
Jerusalem by David: ‘‘The chariots of God 
are myriad, thousands on thousands; the 
Lord advances from Sinai to the sanctuary... 
They view your progress, O God, the 
progress of my God, my King, into the 
sanctuary; The singers lead, the minstrels 
follow, in their midst the maidens play on 


timbrels. In your choirs bless God; bless the © 


Lord, you of Israel’s well-spring!’’ (Psalms 
68, 18:25-27) 


They knew, of course, that God could not 
be localized, confined to a building atop a 
mountain. But they believed that in some 
mysterious yet very real way He was 
uniquely present to His people in the 
temple, especially when they gathered 
before Him in worship. 


TURNING TO the New Testament, we 
find Jesus, a devout Jew, actively faithful to 
the temple liturgy in spite of His objections 
to the abuses that had crept into its 
celebration. Especially in the Gospel 
according to John, His -regular visits to 
Jerusalem for the major feasts are duly 
recorded. 


His disciples followed His example, and 
Luke concludes his Gospel by pointing out 
that, after the Lord’s ascension and their

return to J erusalem, “‘There they were to be 
found in the temple constantly speaking the 
praises of God’’ (Luke 24:53). 


Jesus accepted, too, the current belief that 
the temple was in a special way the place of 
God’s dwelling among His people. In John’s 
account of the Cleansing of the Temple we 
read: “‘He told those who were selling 
doves: ‘Get them out of here/ Stop turning 
my Father’s house into a market-place!’ His 
disciples recalled the words of Scripture: 
‘Zeal for your house consumes me’ ”’ (John 
2:16-17). 


HOWEVER, JESUS did much more than 
simply accept these ideas of His contempor- 
aries, valid as they may have been. He went 
far beyond them. And with the insight of 
post-resurrection faith and after decades of 
reflection on the mystery of Christ, John and 
the disciples who gave the fourth Gospel its 
present form realized that the temple (in 
ruins when they wrote) had been replaced by 
the glorified body of the risen Lord. He was 
the new and eternal Tabernacle, as we read 
in Revelation (Apocalypse): ‘‘I saw no 
temple in the city. The Lord, God the 
Almighty is its temple—he and the Lamb’’ 
(Revelations 21:22). 


Again in the cleansing narrative we read: 
“Destroy this temple,’’ was Jesus’ answer, 
“and in three days I will raise it 
up.’’...Actually he was talking about the 
temple of His body. Only after Jesus had 
been raised from the dead did His disciples 
recall that He had said this, and come to 
believe the Scripture and the Word He had 
spoken (John 2, 19:21-22). 


It is this risen Lord who is present to us in 
a unique way in the Eucharist, as the words 
of institution indicate so clearly: ‘‘This is my 
body...This is my blood.’’ Paul situates his 
narrative of the institution squarely within 
the framework of the early Christian liturgy 
and says, among other things, ‘‘Every time, 
then, you eat this bread and drink this cup, 
you proclaim the death of the Lord until he 
comes!’’ (read 1 Corinthians 11:17-34). 


And in the language of the Bible, this is 
not a proclamation of something which 
happened once upon a time. It is a 
proclamation of something really, existenti- 
ally—even though sacramentally—taking 
place in our midst. The Lord, the risen 
Christ, is now present to His people in their 
liturgy in a way of which the people of old 
could not even have dreamed.

God's presence in liturgy

The most revered possession of the early 
Hebrews was the Ark of the Covenant. The 
designer made a chest of locust wood, 
paneled it with gold and mounted two gold 
angels on its lid. Kneeling in a gesture of 
awe, the angels indicated the presence of 

-God, who would come to rest on the ark. 
From time to time this presence was 
signaled by a luminous cloud. The Hebrews 
called this cloud-presence of God the 
“‘Glory.’’ 


When Solomon dedicated the Temple, this 
shining cloud presence of the Lord was so 
intense that it evoked the profoundest 
reverence from the onlookers. ‘‘The glory of 
the Lord filled the temple. And the priests 
could not enter the house of the Lord 
because the glory of the Lord filled the 
Lord’s house.’’ (2 Chronicles 7:1) 


THIS IMAGE of the presence of God’s 
glory at Temple worship foreshadows the 
‘ presence of our Easter Christ at Eucharistic 
worship. The biblical theme of the glory 
rich possibilities for catechesis 
concerning the divine presence during 
worship. 


The pillar of cloud and fire that marched 
before the pilgrim Israelites showed that 
God’s presence will light up one’s world of 
meaning and guide everyone to a better life. 
The glory as breath and air speak of God’s 
presence to all creation. 


The glory of God is not just a quality of His 
life, it is an act of loving communion with 
people. To speak of God’s presence is not 
just to use a noun, but to use something like

THE MASTERS of the spiritual life have 
always urged people to practice the presence 
of God, meaning to get in touch with the 
Lord. What the Bible and worship teaches is 
that Christ is practicing the presence of man, 
that is, the passionate effort of the divine to 
get in touch with people. 


We do not have a religion that urges 
people to look for a God who cares little for 
such a yearning. In fact, the evidence is 
quite the opposite. All indications are that - 
God is a tireless pursuer of people, a 
“‘heavenly hound’’ who wants to give us love 


with inexhaustible affection. 
The burning bush, the Ark of the 


Covenant, the pillar of cloud and fire are but” 


some biblical testimonies to this passion of 
God. The greatest evidence of all is the 
appearance of Jesus Christ our Lord and 
Savior. Especially in the continuation of His 
Easter Life through the Real Presence of 
Eucharist—above all at liturgy—and the 
other acts of worship. 


GOD ATTEMPTS to break through to us 
in terms of talking and hearing. Not, 
of course in a voice that can be. heard 
by our physical ears, but in something 
similar to silent thought which the faithful 


_ listener must learn to perceive. Something of 


this -mood is caught in Simon and 
Garfunkle’s ‘‘Sounds of Silence.’’ 


Hello darkness, my old friend, I’ve 
come to talk to you again 

Away from the noise of people, talking 
without speaking 

hearing without listening... 

His words like silent raindrops fell 
And echoed in the wells of silence. 


The glory is God experienced in terms of 
presence. The Bible illustrates this in terms 
of majesty, power, the glow of his friendly 
holiness and the dynamism of His loving 
outreach to people. The glory evokes the 
presence that Isaiah felt in his temple vision 
where he experienced God with the 
vividness of welcome cloth against the skin. 
And “‘...the train of his garment (i.e. royal 
garments) filling the temple.’’ (Isaiah 6:1) 

When identifying the glory with God’s 
presence, be sure to distinguish local from 
personal presence. Local presence is a 
physical matter, like a chair on a carpet or a 
person simply sitting on a bench. Personal 
presence implies two persons in which each 
one is interacting with the other. In personal 
presence there is an exchange of thoughts, 
of affections, of hopes. 


The biblical image of the glory of God 
adopts person-like traits. God ‘‘talks’’ for 
example in the Isaiah temple vision. This is 
not meant to reduce God to.human person, 
but to say that the experience of His 
presence. is like the experience of human 
intimacy. The glory-presence of God comes 
through at worship in terms of light, 
warmth, guidance, surprise, acceptance— 
and causes self discovery in the worshiper.

The 8:00 a.m. weekday. Mass at St. 
Columban’s Cathedral in the industrial city 
of Youngstown, Ohio, draws a gathering of 
believers typical for that hour in the day. Ten 
to 20 persons assemble in or near the side 
Blessed Sacrament alcove of this handsome 
structure for the early morning liturgy. 


@Despite the sleepy hour and the absence 
of organ accompaniment, these worshipers 
do sing. The celebrant or, if he comes, a 
combination lector-leader of song-server 
announces the page number of the entrance 
melody. Then with large, recently purchased 
hymnals in hand, the community breaks out 
into an appropriate introductory song (‘‘Ode 
to Joy’’ the day I concelebrated). 


ON OCCASION we attempt something 
similar for the 9:15 a.m. or 5:15 p.m. 
weekday celebrations at Holy Family, but 
instead of hymnals employ the monthly 
Mass booklets. 


Preaders of worship who encourage this 
type of congregational response and those 
who participate in it are following both an 
ancient tradition and a modern Church 
directive. 


Article 19 of the Roman Missal’s General 
Instruction states: ‘‘The faithful who gather 
to await the Lord’s coming are urged by the 
Apostle Paul to sing psalms, hymns, and 
inspired songs (see Colossians 3:16). Song is 
the sign of the heart’s joy (see Acts 2:46), 
and St. Augustine said: ‘‘To sing belongs to 
lovers.’ Even in antiquity it was proverbial to 
say, ‘He prays twice who sings well.’ 


‘SINGING SHOULD be widely used at 
Mass, depending on the type of people and 
the capability of each congregation, but it is 
not always necessary to sing all the texts 
which were composed for singing.’’ 


The type and degree of singing thus will 
vary from celebration to celebration. Those 
weekday liturgies we described are not as 
solemn as Sunday Masses. So, too, our 5:15 
p-m. and 8:30 a.m. weekend Eucharists 
include less congregational song than the 


Comfortableness and confidence is the key 


to full music participation by a community. ° 


Those small clusters of people at Youngs- 
town and Fulton were generally disposed to 
begin congregational song because of their 
familiarity and comfortableness with one 
another. 


AS VERSE followed verse, the volume 
increased and hesitant singers joined. the 
braver ones—both individuals and the group 
felt a growing confidence in their ability to 
handle this hymn. 


Antiphonal singing by choir/cantor and 
the congregation of the psalm which follows 
the first reading is an excellent method for 
building up that comfortableness and 
confidence. 


The choir or cantor sings the brief refrain 
through once, then the congregation repeats 
this phrase. The choir and/or cantor next 
chants the psalm, with the congregation 
responding after every verse or two by a 
repetition of the beginning antiphon or 
refrain. 


I HAVE experienced many instances in 
which the congregation started in very weak, 
timid fashion, but when the psalm was 
finished and they had sung the antiphon or 
refrain a half dozen times, the participation 
developed into a full, strong, confident 
response. 


The Alleluia before our Gospel texts is 
also a highly effective vehicle for the 
facilitation of community singing. Its 
exchange between choir and congregation 
parallels the pattern for a responsorial 
psalm. 


The Alleluia is, however, intended to be 
sung, not recited. Many congregations and 
their leaders seem to be unaware of article 
30 which declares: ‘‘The alleluia or the verse 
before the Gospel may be omitted if not 
sung.’’ The merely spoken recitation of one 
alleluia by priest and then by the 
congregation, a rather common practice in 
the United States, leaves something to be 
desired.

“Yes, you love all 
that exists, you hold 
nothing of what you 
have made in abhorr- 
ence, for had you 
hated anything, you 
would not have 
formed it. And how, 
had you not willed, 
could a thing persist, 
how be conserved if not called forth by 
you?”’ (Wisdom 11:24) 


From moment to moment we are held 
in existence by Jesus’ love for us, since 
“He is the radiant light of God’s glory 
and the perfect copy of his nature, 
sustaining the universe by his powerful 
command.’’ (Hebrews 1:3) Thus, if God 
stopped loving us for an instant we 
would return to the emptiness from 
which we originally came: ‘‘Through 
him all things came to be, not one thing 
had its being but through him.’’ (John 
1:2) 


SINCE GOD’S love is the basis of our 
being, for St. Paul says, ‘‘It is in him 
that we live, and move and exist’’ (Acts 
17:28), it is possible, by God’s grace, to 
experience this love. However, it is 
helpful if, at the same time, we try to 


remove those things from our will which 
act as contradictions to the love of God: 


“You must not love this passing 
world or anything that is in the world. 
The love of the Father cannot be in any 
man who loves the world, because 
nothing the world has to offer—the 
sensual body, the lustful eye, pride in 
possessions—could ever come from the 
Father but only from the world; and the 
world with all it craves for, is coming to 
an end; but anyone who does the will of 
God remains for ever.’’ (1 John 2:15) 


It is a good exercise for us to sift 
through our will and take out all that is 
not centered.on the Lord Jesus Christ in 
love. In other words, we ought to 
remove all merely temporal attach- 
ments. As we remove all that is not for 
God then the love of God can easily flow 
through the spirit bathing us in love: 


“OUT OF his infinite glory may he 
give you the power through his Spirit for 
your hidden self to grow strong, so that 
Chrisf may live in your hearts through 
faith, and then, planted in love and built 
on love, you will with all the saints have 
strength to grasp the breath and the 
length and the height and the depth; 
until, knowing the love of Christ; which 
is beyond all knowledge, you are filled 
with the utter fullness of God.”’ 
(Ephesians 3:16+)

Oscar Wilde, English poet and dramatist, 


’ was once a guest at a nobleman’s lawn 


party. He strolled across the huge lawn 
which had a lone tree in its center—and 
walked directly into the tree! When his host 
brought him back to consciousness, he asked 
Wilde if he hadn’t seen the tree. ‘‘Of course 
I saw it,’’ replied the poet, ‘‘but I- didn’t 
realize it.’’ 


All of us, I think, face a similar situation 
with something extremely common, air. We 
know that it’s present—but we very seldom 
realize it. We don’t think about air unless 
we’re at a high altitude, and recognize its 
relative absence, or unless we see a very 
visible sign ofits presence, like a high wind. 


THE AVERAGE man, I suppose, has 
much the same problem about God. He’s 
there, we know—but we don’t think about 
His presence unless He seems to be absent. 
In facing problems that seem to be beyond 
solution; when we are trying to persevere in 
a prayer that seems to remain unanswered— 
then we think of God’s presence, when He 
seems to be absent. I mostly think of God’s 
presence when I ask, ‘“‘Why have You 
forsaken me?’’ 


We may also realize God is there when we 
see a very visible sign of His presence: the 
beauty of an old woman’s faith or a young 


- child’s trust, the truth of a poem or a 


concerto, the strength of a waterfall. 


God is always present to us, and most 
especially so when two, or three, or more, 
are gathered in His name—and He is among 
us, as He promised. In the Eucharistic 
liturgy, He comes to us in a most solemn 
way: “‘Take and eat...drink this cup...I am 


giving you myself.’’ But God is present at.— 


these times through signs, through symbols 
—not in the style of face-to-face contact, but 
in the style of signs directing us to the 
destination. 


EACH OF US is receptive to some 
symbols—the wedding ring, the Christmas 
tree, the flag. But others may be closed to 
us—and if these are liturgical symbols, it is 
impossible for us to realize God’s presence 
in the liturgical celebration. If red is only a 
color, and not a sign of the Holy Spirit 
among us, Pentecost is only another day. 


At the Pentecost liturgy I attended this - 


year, the priest was speaking about growth 


The accidental conjunction of red (the 
Spirit) and green (the color of springtime 
and growing vegetation) was a very concrete 
and tangible sign of the rather abstract 
notion of ‘‘the Spirit giving life to the 
earth.”’ The liturgy was far more meaningful 
to me because the symbols spoke even more 
than the homily. 


IN THE Mass, a multitude of symbols 
comes together as ordinary things reveal 
God’s most intimate presence. It is probably 
best to concentrate on a single symbol, be 
receptive to a particular sign, at each liturgy. 


At one liturgy, my family will concentrate 
on the Christian community coming togeth- 
er, and all the signs of unity in the liturgy. 
Sharing a meal; communal prayer; young 
and old and in-between assembling from 
near and far; such prayers as ‘‘from age to 
age you gather a people together...’’—these 
are signs of people gathering in Christ’s 
name; and we realize that He is present 
among us. 


At another liturgy, we might concentrate 
on bread as a sign of nourishment. God 
nourishes us with Himself in Communion. 
But He also nourishes us with daily bread; 
and He meets our other bodily needs for air, 
warmth, shelter. 


AT A deeper level, God nourishes us by 
giving us the people we love and a 
supportive community. In the most profound 
way, God satisfied our need for Absolute 
Being. One can realize all these ways in 
which God is present through the very 
simple wafer or bread. 


Wine is also nourishing; and it is a source 
of joy (see the delightful parable of trees in 
Judges 9:12-13). The wine is the sign of God 
giving us joy as He gives us Himself; and it 
also reminds us that God is present in 
laughter and enjoyment. God gives joy to our 
youth; the Lord is our joy. 

God is always present, but we don’t 
always realize it. If we become like little 
children—and are open to hints and 
suggestions, rather than treating everything 
as what it is and nothing more—the 
liturgical signs will direct us on the path to 
God.

Do we hold life too cheaply?

The readiness with which so many people accept 
the death of the helpless by abortion is only one 
aspect of the violence of our times. The willingness 
to kill, one way or another, seems widespread 
throughout the United States, while stories of 
torture and brutality around the globe indicate a 
worldwide sickness. 


For all our efforts to prove that we are a caring 
people—and stories of generosity at home and 
abroad tend to exaggerate this aspect—there is little 
doubt that a society which accepts a high incidence 
of killing as a fact of life is in danger of losing its 
heart. 


RECENT RESEARCH shows that from 25 to 45 
per cent of the people of the United States would kill 
someone for money, provided no one else knew what 
they had done. 


Dr: Paul Cameron, professor of psychology at 
Fuller Theological Seminary in Pasadena, Calif., 
_ told the annual meeting of the National Federation 
of Catholic Physicians’ Guilds, of tests he conducted 
while teaching at St. Mary’s College in Emmitburg, 
Md. 


To 200 persons around Andrews Air Force Base, 
near Washington, D.C., in 1975 and to another 452 
persons in St. Mary’s County, Md., this year, he 
posed the question: 


“WHAT.IS THE least amount of money you would 
take to kill a person inside a black box—(no one 
would ever know what you did)?’’ 


Those persons interviewed were divided into two 
groups. One group included those who acknowl- 
eged having deliberately killed someone—usually 
during military service—or having tried to do so. 
Those who had never killed or tried to were in the 
second group. 

Of those who had killed before, 45 per cent said 
they would murder for money and their average 
price was $20,000. Of those who had never killed, 25 
per cent said they would and their average price was 


=o 
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“(LETHALITY FEEDS upon itself,’’ Cameron told 
the physicians. Estimating that about 20 million 
persons in the United States have killed human 
beings in various situations, he said they retain a 
greater willingness to kill and their attitudes 
influence society ‘‘in a deathward direction.’’ 


He warned that what happened in. Germany 
during Hitler’s regime could happen in the United 
States. Trends related to abortion, euthanasia, 
suicide, homosexuality and the treatment of the 
aged point in this direction, he said. 


Homosexuality is being promoted because 
product is so sterile,’’ he said. 


THE MASS MEDIA encouragement of suicide 
and homosexuality is influencing young people, he 
said, and pointed out that the suicide rate among 
teenagers has doubled since 1960. 


While statistics in similar research are not readily 
available from around: the world, torture, possibly 
leading to death, is shockingly frequent, even in 
what we choose to call ‘‘civilized’’ countries. 


South American republics have been indicted in 
recent months for torture of foreign nationals. In 
Chile, the British surgeon Dr. Sheila Cassidy was 
tortured before being deported. The torture was so 
revoltingly brutal that she could not bring herself to 
describe it fully. 


IN BRAZIL, Methodist missionary the Rev. Fred 
Morris was tortured for four days in hopes he would 
implicate Catholic Archbishop Helder Camara as a 
communist. 


And for years the Soviet way of dealing with 
malcontents and dissenters has included a variety of 
tortures. A recent refinement destroys the minds of 
dissenters by forced drug ‘‘treatments.’’ 


In South Korea, the poet Kim Chi Ha, a loyal 
Catholic, spoke out against the government. He was 
arrested, tortured, released, then re-arrested and 
held in solitary confinement for more than 11 
months. 


Amnesty International, a British-based organiza- 
tion uses a full-time staff to research reports. of: 
torture and political persecution in all countries. Its 
1975 ‘‘Report on Torture’’ stated: ‘‘Torture is a truly 
world-wide phenomenon that does not belong to one 
political ideology or to one economic system...’’ 


THE REPORT SHOWS torture in all the countries 
of North, Central and South America except for 
Canada and Costa Rica. Torture is by no means the 
exclusive province of people like President Amin of 
Uganda, whose prisoners get bashed over the head 
with rifle butts. 


In Brazil prisoners are placed in. cells where 
jets of ice-cold water alternate with blasts of 
scorching air. 

More sophisticated torture methods in Brazil and 
elsewhere include electronics by which the victim’s 
mind is driven to insanity with strobe lights, 
crashing noises, video screens showing scenes of 
torture—even reruns of the prisoners’ own 
sufferings. 


THE BRITISH have admitted torture in the case of 
prisoners in Northern Ireland, where men were 
stood for hours with their feet far apart, leaning 
forward at an impossible angle, supporting 
themselves by their fingertips against a wall. 

Television viewers were recently given examples 
of how people will inflict torture if told to do so. Ina 
psychological study in New Haven, Conn., 
volunteers ‘‘tested’’ others in another room, where 
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O'Connor's still surviving after Vatican II

the old books out of date,’’ O’Connor recalls. ‘‘We found 


ourselves with stacks of obsolete materials, principally books 


in Latin. 

“Then there was all the new theology which followed 
Vatican II, which had its effect on many pre-Vatican books. 
We gave away thousands of dollars worth of books to libraries 
and elsewhere,’’ he said. i 


It didn’t stop there. Styles in church furnishings changed 
with the liturgy. Designs became more simple in both 
vestments and altar ornaments, O’Connor said. 


BUT THERE have been many pluses, leading to such a 
resurgence of business that the El Cajon Boulevard premises 
have needed several remodellings, with the last one just 
completed before the Christmas rush. 


Bibles have been big business for O’Connor’s since Vatican 
II, says the president of the company—who has also been 
president of the National Church Goods Association and of 
the Pacific Church Goods Guild. 


4) “*The demand for various translations of the Bible and for 


study books on the Bible is greater than it has ever been,’’ he 


says. ‘‘There’s been a real boom in the Bible.’ 


WHICH LEADS to another of the 75,000 stock items he 
¢atries—books. In spite of TV, people are reading more, and 


. study books in particular. 


Added to this has been the large increase in religious 
education materials for CCD and other parish programs. 


“Before Vatican II only Sisters came in to buy education 
materials,’’ says O’Connor. ‘‘Now we see more lay CCD 
teachers and we do a volume of business in audio-visual 
material, textbooks, catechism type books and peewee 
recordings.”’ 


CHILDREN, TOO, are to be seen in the store more 
frequently, with a definite increase in interest in the book 
section, which gradually absorbs more and more of the large 
floorspace and the upstairs stock room space. 


And while the stocks upstairs are still lowered to the 
ground floor like Peter in a basket, the stock control system is 
computerized from holy cards at 01-000 through the enormous 
list of items either carried in stock or quickly available on 
order. 


Jack and Gary O’Connor, with Jerry, are in the store day in 
day out, early and late, with a staff of about 18 persons, most 
of whom have long service records. 


Among the rosaries, holy medals, statuary and books there 


is a steady stream of customers, though little walk-in trade. 
“We couldn't afford to have this floor space in a shopping 
mall,’’ says Jack. ‘‘This site is excellent for our needs. People 
can find their way. easily. to us.’ 


IN ADDITION there is a catalogue trade through the 4,500 
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the only contact was through loudspeakers and 
microphones. When the ‘‘victim’’ (an actor) gave a 
wrong answer to a question, the ‘‘master’’ volunteer 
administered an electric shock by means of a control 
switch (which was a fake). 


As the test progressed the failures were given 
“higher voltage’’ shocks and the ‘‘master’’ 
volunteers could hear the resultant noise of screams 
from the victims. Although the volunteers were 
under no compulsion and could have stopped at any 
time, 26 of the 40 continued to administer shocks 
right up to the maximum level, which resulted in a 
‘‘deathly silence’’ on the part of the recipient, as 
though dead or electrocuted into unconsciousness. 


A FEW WEEKS AGO Robert Morris, a young 
American cyclist, returning to his native shores 
from an around-the-world pedalling trip, found the 
truck drivers in Idaho and Kansas using their CB 
radios to hound him down in an attempt to drive him 
off the road as a quarry for their ‘‘sport’’. 


In October a mentally retarded man was admitted 
to a hospital in San Diego suffering from burns, acid 
scalds and other physical assaults made on his body 
after he had been abducted by a man or group who 
caught him alone in a canyon. They held him at 
knifepoint, took him to an apartment and beat him. 


The victim suffered the loss of an eye and burns 
on many parts of his body. Hot liquid or ammonia 
had been poured over his face, torso and groin. He 
was eventually found by the police in a telephone 
booth on a Sunday morning, more dead than alive. 


HE WAS THE victim of pointless cruelty, 
inflicted, it is presumed, because of his mental state 


»and possibly because he was black. 


How far down the road of sadism is each of us 
prepared to travel? Is our stand against abortion, for 
instance, matched by our stand against violence and 
cruelty? 


How far are we prepared to go in torture—even 
the ‘‘minor’’ torture of everyday exchanges which 
may lead to discord, disagreement and character 
assassination? 


It is an appalling commentary on moral attitudes 
and the growing insulation from both shame and 
compassion that increasingly marks our society. 
Where, we may ask, will it end?

Do people still buy votive candles in churches? ‘‘Some 
churches stopped having them, but according to our trade, 
business in the West is still as large as ever,’’ he reports. 

And one speciality of which O’Connor is particularly proud 
is their special selection of Christmas cards in 16 foreign 
languages. 


AS FOR everything else, prices are up on church goods. 
But, he notes, people are prepared to spend more on quality 
religious art. ‘‘People now demand finer pieces, of better 
O’Connor indicates. 

They like to pass the time of day with you at O’Connor’s, if 
you can get their attention from the pressure of sales. And in 
the new layout, you can see through the store much better 
than before.

(seminary) from 1964 to 1967 and became 
president of the USD College for Men in 
1967. 


Msgr. Baer returned as rector to St. 
Francis seminary in 1971 and was appointed 
pastor of St. Anne’s in 1974, and episcopal 
vicar for the region..- 


BISHOP MAHER paid tribute to Msgr. 
Baer’s understanding of seminarians, of 
priests—and ‘‘even of bishops.’’ He was 
always one of tremendous compassion and 
understanding,”’ said the bishop. ‘‘He had a 
great desire to see more and more young 
priests, and he had a wonderful understand- 
ing of the priesthood.” 


The casket was draped in the green stole 
of a priest, the color is symbolic of so much 
of the Church’s liturgical year.

Sister 
Teegarden served as prin- 
cipal until 1961 when she 
returned to the College for 
Women as community super- 
ior. 


She was principal of vari- 
ous Sacred Heart high and 
grade schools, and died 
at age 85.

AUGUSTA, Ga.—‘‘Modern civilization 
and the Christian faith are on a collision 
course,’’ Gabe Meyers, coordinator of the

Brazil vows end to torture 


JUIZ DE FORA, Brazil—Brazilian Presi- 
dent Ernesto Beisel said the nation’s armed 
forces and police are under orders not to 
torture political prisoners, according to 
Archbishop Geraldo Penido of this city. The 
archbishop’s cousin, Jesuit Father Joao 
Bosco Penido Burnier, was killed by police 
last October while trying to save three 
peasant women from torture. 


‘8.J. ruling favors abortion 


TRENTON, N.J.—The state Supreme 
Court here has ruled that private, 
nonsectarian hospitals cannot refuse elective 
abortions. Attorneys involved in the case, 
however, noted that church-related hospitals 
would not be affected by the decision. The 
court also left intact the so-called ‘‘consci- 
ence law’’ that says no individual shall be 
required ‘‘to provide, perform or assist in 
abortion or sterilization procedures.’’ 


Killer can’t ‘ask execution’ 


VATICAN CITY—Utah’s convicted mur- 
“cet Gary Gilmore has no moral right to 
demand execution and the courts have no 
right to grant the demand, wrote a 
theologian, Franciscan Father Gino Concet- 
ti, in the Vatican paper L’Osservatore 
Romano. ‘“‘The death penalty is rightly 
coming to be seen as an unacceptable affront 


to human dignity. There is a right to life, but 
there is no right to non-life,’’ the Franciscan 
said. 


New bishops in N.Y., Minn. 


SYRACUSE, N.Y.—Bishop David Cun- 
ningham, 76, has resigned because of age, 
and Pope Paul has named Bishop Francis 
Harrison, 64, Syracuse auxiliary, to succeed 
him. In other episcopal appointments, the 
Pope -named Minnesotans Father Paul 
Dudley and Father John Kinney to be 
auxiliary bishops of the St. Paul-Minneapolis 
archdiocese. : 


Cubans jailed in ‘Castro plot’ 
CARACAS, Venezuela—Three Cuban 
exiles have been charged with murder here 
for the recent crash of a Cuban airliner that 
killed 73 people. According to Venezuelan 
police, the plane crash was part of a 
widespread campaign of terrorist activities 
against Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 


Bid for women priests loses 


HELSINKI, Finland—Though delegates 
to the Church Assembly of the Lutheran 
National Church here voted 66-37 to ordain 
women priests, the proposal was defeated 
because it failed to reach the 75 per cent 
majority needed for passage. The vote 
represented a marked change of attitude 
since 1963 when the assembly defeated the 
same proposal by a wide margin. 


‘Hanging judge’ concept grows 


DALLAS, Tex.—Bishop Joseph Durick, 
formerly of the Nashville, Tenn., diocese and 
now a prison chaplain near here, said public 
officials should continue to reject the death 
penalty as a weapon agairst crime, even 
when the request comes from the convict 
himself as in the case of Utah’s Gary 


what appears to be a ‘hanging judge’ 
mentality growing in our country,’’ the 
bishop said. 


Religion punishable by death 


PARIS—An unidentified Protestant mis- 
sionary said here that anyone caught practic- 
ing religion in China can expect a seven-year 
prison sentence and even the death penalty. 
He cited an incident in which four members 
of one family ‘‘were condemned to death 
without trial and shot in public’ for 
“offering up sacrifices to their ancestors.”’ 


Beware of ‘slaying in spirit’ 
ALBANY, N.Y. — Catholic charismatics 
are warned against seeking the experience 
known to Pentecostalism as being ‘‘slain in 
the spirit’, by Jesuit Father George 
Maloney, an authority on spirituality. He 
said here the phenomenon is dangerous 
when sought for a variety of faulty reasons, 
noting though, that it can be a beneficial 
experience when not sought “‘as a thing’’.
